ORDERS BY THE JUDICIAL COMMISSIONER 
STATE OF AJMER 

NOTIFICATION 
Ajmer, the 20th December 1954 

No. 3372/R-8/54 — By virtue of the provisions of Section 
79 of the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920 (V of 1920), the 
Judicial Commissioner, State of Ajmer, is, with the previ- 
ous approval of the State Government, in supersession of 
all previous orders on the subject, pleased to make the 
following rules for the maintenance of the Official 
Receiver’s Accounts in the State of Ajmer. 

The rules shall come into force with effect from Febru- 
ary 1st, 1955. 

1, All sums realized from insolvent estates shall be 
credited in the treasury in the Consolidated Fund of Ajmer 
State under the head ‘XXI — Admn. of Justice— Misc, fees 
and fines Separate accounts of the deposits should be 
maintained by the Official Receiver and submitted every 
month to the District Judge. 

2. Amounts received each day bv the Official Receiver 
shall be deposited into treasury on the same dav or on 
the morning of the next working dav without fail. The 
Official Receiver shall prepare and deliver a receipt in the 
form as provided in Form T.RJ5. 


3. The Official Receiver shall prepare and keep up-to-date 
cash and other account books and registers as required..)?? 
the Central Government Treasury Rules and the Schedule 
attached to these rules. 

4. All refunds from the Treasury under the Provincial 
Insolvency Act, 1920, after deducting administration 
charges at the rate of 7i per cent of the monies deposited 
under the Act, shall be prepared in Form T.R. 41 in accord- 
ance with Chapter IX of the Treasury Rules. Separate 
forms shall be prepared for each insolvent estate. 

5. Amounts unclaimed by creditors after six months from 
the date when they are first unclaimed should be entered 
in the Unclaimed Deposits Register as shown in the Sche- 
dule appended to these Rules, Items which have remained 
undisbursed for three years shall be reported to the District 
Judge and shall lapse to the State Government under the 
District Judge’s orders and treated as Receipts finally. 

6. When an order of the appointment of an interim 
Receiver or of adjudication has been made, the estate of 
the insolvent should be forthwith entered in the ledger 
nrescribed in the schedule attached to these Rules. A 
A-ric-s of pages shall be devoted to each insolvent and his 
moveable and immoveable property together with his 
assets and liabilities shall be entered therein. The ledger 
shall be verified by the official Receiver in the beginning of 
each month, 
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7. Account books, title deeds etc., taken possession of by 
the Official Receiver shall be entered into the ledger under 
the heading ' moveable property 

8. When any immoveable property or any individual 
article of moveable property worth more than Rs, 50 is 
sold by public auction, all bids shall be recorded in the 
Auction Sales Register provided in the schedule attached 

to these rules. 

9. In the case of compromise or settlement, claims for 
administration charges shall be assessed on the total sum 
agreed to be paid by an insolvent to his creditors. The 
amount so assessed shall be credited in the Treasury under 
the head ‘XXI— Admn. of Justice— Misc. fees and fines’. 

10. Amounts payable to secured creditors where secured 
property has been sold by the Official Receiver with the 
secured creditors consent are liable to the deduction of 
administration charges. Administration charges shall 
include all charges not payable to creditors or debtors 
ahd which are recoverable from the assets of estates and 
these charges shall be credited to the State Government 
under the head ‘XXI — Admn. of Justice — Misc. fee and 
flnea 

11. Where a secured creditor is the purchaser of the pro- 
perty hypothecated to himself and put up for auction by 
the Official Receiver with the secured creditors consent he 
shall be compelled to pay administration charges only for 
the amount for which he has purchased the property, and 
such charges shall be credited to Government under the 
head ‘XXI — Admn. of Justice— Misc. fees and fines’. If he 
purchases the property for a greater amount than that of 
nis secured debt, he shall pay the difference to the Official 
Receiver for credit to the Insolvent’s estate. 

12. A statement showing registers and accounts books 
etc. in hand and expended during the year shall be sub- 
mitted at the end of each year to the District Judge for 
perusal, through the Insolvency Judge. 

13. The financial year for the Official Receiver shall be 
the official financial year i.e., from 1st of April to 31st 
March. 

14. The Official Receiver’s accounts shall be audited 
annually by the Audit Department. 


13. At the time of ann ual audit, it shall be the duty of 
the District Judge and the Official Receiver to place at the 
auditors' disposal all account books, registers, documents 
and so forth relevant to the audit proceedings. A copy of 
the Official Receiver’s notes on the previous year’s audit 
shall also be made available to them, if required. 

16. The Official Receiver shall forward his note on the 
report and objection memo through the Insolvency Judge 
to the District Judge for the orders of the Judicial Com- 
missioner. 

17. Should any new forms, account books and registers 
prove necessary, application should be made by the Official 
Receiver through the District Judge to the Judicial Com- 
missioner for necessary action. 

18. In matter of details connected with the accounts and 
general administration of the duties of his position, the 
Official Receiver shall be under the general guidance of the 
District Judge who should apply to the Judicial Commis- 
sioner where he considers that specific orders are neces- 
sary. 

19. Corrections and alterations in account books etc. shall 
be made in Red ink and initialled by the Official Receiver. 
Erasures are strictly prohibited. 

20. Ail amounts in the Official Receiver’s accounts shall 
be calculated in accordance with T.R. 789. In this connec- 
tion any deficit or excess at the end of the year shall be 
dealt with in accordance with the orders of the District 
Judge. 

21. The provisions of Central Government Treasury 
Rules and General Financial Rules shall mutatis mutandis 
apply generally in the matters relating to maintenance of 
accounts and handling of cash where no provision has been 
made in these rules.
